The Oxford Baptist Association met in its Fifteenth 
Annual Session with the Panola Baptist Church, at Bates- 
ville, Miss., at 10 o’clock A. M. on Tuesday, September 
9th, 1919. 

The Moderator, W. I. Hargis, called the Association 
to order; thirty minutes were given to devotional service, 
consisting of scripture quotations, songs and prayer, with 
inspirational short talks.

Report on Missions. 


We, your committee on the all-important question of 
Missions, beg to report as follows: We fully recognize 
the fact that the Christian Religion is essentially mission- 
ary in doctrine, in polity, in spirit and in activity. This 
being true, every |preacher should be a preacher of mis- 
sions; every church should be a mission church and me ber 
should foster, by [precept and example, every cause hat 
looks toward world} wide evangelization. 

While the mission field is one, Southern Baptists, for 
convenience, have divided the territory into State, Home 
and Foreign Missions. 

_ State Missions to us is a co-operative work in Mis- 
sissippi; Home Missions is a co-operative work within the 
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territory of the Southern Baptist Convention and Foreign 
Missions is a co-operative work, world-wide, looking to the 
evangelization of every nation under heaven. 

During the convention year, ending November ist, 1918, 
Mississippi Baptists expended in their work of State Mis- 
sions, $44,494.03. Out of this amount 128 mission pastors 
were supported with the following results: Churches sup- 
plied, 215; days labored, 6,928; visits made, 13,886; ser- 
mons preached, 4,585 ; baptisms, 659; by letter, 734; Sunday 
Schools organized, 1; paid for church buildings, $10,106.36 ; 
paid for State Missions, $1,993.58 ; paid for Home Missions, 
$692.02; paid for Foreign Missions, $1,473.19; paid for the 
budget, $1,421.25; paid for other objects, $15,064.03. 

During the convention year, ending May Ist, 1919, the 
Home Mission Board reported the following work accom- 
plished: States helped, Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Illi- 
nois, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 

Missionaries supported, 1,163; weeks of labor, 26,157; 
churches and out stations supplied, 2,086; sermons and ad- 
dresses, 118,637; prayer meetings, 11,186; religious visits, 
284,251; baptisms, 17,287; by letter or otherwise, 16,114; 
total additions, 33,331; churches constituted, 119; houses 
of worship built and repaired, 419; Sunday Schools organ- 
ized, 693; Bible and Testaments distributed, 19,138; total 
pages distributed, 9,294,045; amount spent on houses of 
worship, $131,477.00; amount spent by State Board, $277,- 
066.76; amount spent by Home Board, $99,998.55. During 
the year ending May Ist, 1919, the Foreign Mission Board 
reported the following work: The Treasurer's report shows 
$1,382,852.13. Countries in which work was done, China, 
Africa, Italy, New Mexico, Brazil, Argentina and Chili. 
Number of church, 505; number of churches self-support- 
ing, 143; out stations, 1,096; baptisms, 5,635; by letter, 
983; membership, 49,659; houses of worship, 303; num- 
ber of Sunday Sthools, 760 with 36,115 scholars ; contribu- 
tion, $173,372.86 ; number of missionaries, men, 137, women 
(married) 131, women (unmarried) 60; ordained natives, 
216; unordained natives, males 426,.females 129; missionary

residences owned by the board, 72. Number of schools: 1. 
Kindergartens, 18 with 415 pupils; 2. Lower elementary, 
121 with 9,446 pupils; higher elementary, 33 with 1,157 
male and-720 female pupils; 3. Middle, 22 with 1,130 male 
and 755 female pupils; 4. Colleges, 3 with 303 male and 
no female pupils; 5. Normal and training schools, 5 with 
18 male and 195 female pupils; 6. Theological, 10 with 304 
pupils; total number of schools 512 with 15,799 pupils. 

Stirred by the great work that is being accomplished 
on our mission fields, we, your committee, beg earnestly to 
make the following recommendations: 

1. That our churches be urged to greater things at 
home by taking a deeper interest in every department of 
denominational life and every activity in the work of the 
kingdom of God.

Report on Publications. 


This is a reading age. The old and the young read 
but not always profitably. The secular too often takes the 


place of the religious. The Sunday newspaper is too often - 


sought instead of the religious periodical. The sensational 
novel is too often read instead of the Bible. The appetite 
for sensational literature has grown to an alarming condi- 
tion, so as to make it difficult to cultivate a taste for the 
sane, serious and religious. The remedy for this sad con- 
dition is to furnish an abundant supply of useful, whole- 
some and religious literature and reading matter in our 
homes. The inmates of our home will naturally read what 
is available. If our homes have only the secular reading 
matter in them our families will read only the secular. If 
they are supplied with literary and religious matter they 
will read that. The heads of families are very largely re- 
sponsible for what the children read because the children 
read what is furnished them, Therefore it is very impor- 
tant that our fathers and mothers supply their homes with 
healthy, religious reading matter instead of the poisonous 
and after vicious books and papers. Many a life has been 
shipwrecked by an evil book. Many a boy and girl of ex- 
cellent promise, the pride and joy of lovingparents have 
been led away from the path of morality and religion by a 
vicious magazine or a sensational novel placed in their 
reach by unthoughtful and careless parents. Christian 
parents should be as careful to provide wholesome litera- 
ture for their children as they are to provide proper food 
and clothing. 

We should not only be careful to keep the sensational 
and morally poisonous printed matter out of our homes, but 
there is much that bears the lable of Christianity that 
sholuld be equally avoided. 

The devil does not always come to men in the name, 
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garb and person of Satan, but he comes in the name and 
garb of an angel of light. His ministers do not always 
come in the name and garb of their real master, but they 
come as ministers of righteousness. 2nd Cor. 11:14-15. 
Much of the printed matter that is scattered free over the 
country or sold for less than it costs to print, is from the 
pen of Satan's ministers transformed into ministers of 
light, though they may not be conscious of it. Just as “all 
is not gold that glitters.” so all is not Christian that bears 
the name, but is really anti-Christian and should be so 
treated. 


As Baptists, we should not only point and read that 
which is distinctly Christian, but that which is distinctly 
Baptistic . l, 

Christians are not real Baptists by nature but are 
made so by an understanding of God's word and obedience 
thereto. 


The Apostle Paul in his clear reasoning asks the ques- 
tions: “How can they believe in Him of whom they have 
not heard, and how can they hear without a preacher, 
and how can they preach except they be sent.” 

This same reasoning can be put thus: How can the 
people be Baptists without knowing God’s word, and how can 
they know without hearing or reading, and how can they 
hear and read unless it be spoken or printed? 

The Baptists demnomination has not begn slow to 
furnish good books, periodicals and tracts but have been too 
slow to procure and read them. 

We would heartily recommend that the head of every 
home subscribe for the Baptist Record and the Home and 

reign Field. 

"hé Baptist Record, until recently, was a private en- 

rise, though it served the denomination well. It is now 

property of the denomination, through our State Mis- 
hoard and is therefore our paper and should be sub- 

' for by every Baptist who is the head of a house- 
nd should be read by every Mississippi Baptist. The 
Sunday School Board at Nashville, Tenn., is render- 
denomination great service in furnishing Sunday 
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School literature, books, tracts and leaflets, setting forth 
our doctrines and furthering the interest of all our mis- 
sionary and benevolent enterprises and institutions. 

The Sunday School Board deserves our liberal patron- 
age and support. 

During the next few month a great many free book- 
lets, tracts and leaflets will be sent out from our mission 
and campaign headquarters, furnishing information con- 
cerning our Seventy-five Million Dollar Campaign now be- 
ing launched by Southern Baptists. No Baptist should deny 
himself this information which is furnished without money 
and without price. We earnestly request and urge all of 
our people to read carefully and prayerfully every line of 
every booklet, tract and leaflet sent or given them.

Report on Orphanage. 


To care for orphan children is to do a Christly work. 
God “Is a Father of the fatherless, and a Judge of the 
widows.” Psa. 68:5. His will is to come for them through 
the work of His people. We read “When thou reapest thy 
harvest in the field, and hast forgot a sheaf in the field 
thou shalt not go again to fetch it; it shall be for the 
sojourner for the fatherless and for the widow that 
Jehovah, thy God may bless thee in all the work of thy 
hands.” Deut. 24:19. 

In Psa. 146:9, we learn that God “Upholdeth the, fath- 
erless and widow.” And in Isai 1:17, we are taught to 
“Relieve the oppressed, judge the fatherless and pl for 
the widow.” 

Our people have not been true all the time to the above 
teaching of our Lord, but your committee is glad to report 
that improvement is being made in this good work. We 
get from the report of the Trustees of our orphanage to 
the last State Convention that the property is worth $125,- 
000.00. They can care for from 175 to 200 children, have 
had an average of 160 children the past year. 
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The children have been well considering the number, Leavell ; 
and have been well provided for in food, clothing, church Varner, 
Sunday school advantages.

Report on Sunday Schools. 


Our Lord assembled around him, His disciples for a 
parting message, and these solemn words fell from his lips, 
“All authority both in heaven and on earth is given under 
me. Go you therefore and teach all nations, baptising them 
into the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatsoever I command you, 
and lo I am with you all way even unto the end of the 
world.” How we love to think of His promise to be with 
us, yet no church, or individual has a right to claim this 
promise, that does not fulfill the command in full. 

No church can keep his command completely that does 
not maintain a teaching service that has for its aim win- 
ning to Christ and also realizing that winning to Christ 
is fourfold in its scope: 

ist. Teaching the lost to see the need of a Savior, 
and leading him to accept Christ as his personal Savior. 

2nd. Teaching him conterning his duty regarding to 
Baptism. 

8rd. Teaching him more fully the commands of Ci:riit. 

4th. To teach by both precept and example, him to 
observe these command, neither can the individual who does 
not use the powers given him by God to make such a service 
a success in his church. Then this being true we do not 
see how any church or individual can expect to claim the 
promise, “Lo, I am with you all way,” unless they do all 
in their power to maintain an efficient teaching service, 
more commonly called Sunday School. 

From the 26 churches of this Association 20 have 
sent in reports, reporting 163 officers and teachers, 1,535 
pupils, 47 baptisms from the Sunday Schools. Five Sunday 
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Schools report observing the special mission day in the 
Sunday Schools. . 


This shows that one pupil to 3 1-2 officers and teach- 
ers has been led to Christ. In the name of Christ, is this 
as it should be? In the $75,000,000 Campaign we are asked 
to contribute $2,500,000, and to double our present member- 
ship, secure 150,000 diploma holders in the Teachers’ Train- 
ing Course, have 25,000 Senior and Adults, and 10,000 In- 
termediate registered classes in our organized class de- 
partment with at least 5,000 standard classes, and every 
Baptist Sunday School in the South well organized and 


active. 4 


The first thing is to see that State Missions and Rally 
Day September 28th is observed to the best possible ad- 
vantage, securing at least twice as much for State Missions 
as Was given one year ago, enrolling as many pupils as 
possible. Then make October enlistment month, increasing 
our enrollment at least 50 per cent by November Ist. 


As God led the Children of Israel to Kadesh Barnea, 
and said to them, “Go over and possess the land,” so has He 
led us to the place and exclaims in this great campaign, “Go 
over and possess the land.” Shall we do as did the Children 
of Israel or shall we take the world for Christ? God grant

Report on Temperance. 


Since our last Association met, the temperance forces 
in the country at large have made very gratifying progress. 
At that time there were only twenty-seven States that 
had adopted the national prohibition amendment, and 
since that first of July we have had national prohibition, 
and will have until all of our boys are mustered out of the 
service of the United States. The tremendous sentiment 
in favor of prohibition is the “Handwriting on the wall,” 
which pointed to the doom of the liquor traffic in our en- 
tire nation. 

We have the necessary laws in this State for the sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic. Our great trouble is in hav- 
ing our prohibition laws enforced. The great work before 
the temperance people of this country is to see to it that 
men are elected to office, who will perform their sworn 
duty in enforcing the law. 

Your committee would recommend that each and every 
saptist do all that he can in helping our officers to run 
down “blind tigers,” blockadets and those yho try to 
make or sell liquor. That we as a Christian Association 
xive our most hearty endorsement to every measure in- 
augurated for the suppress ion of the liquor traffic. 

But the liquor traffic is not the only form of intem- 
perance we have among us. There are some practices 
“mong our people which are undermining the morals of 
vur country and sapping the very life of our young people. 
Some of these evils are profanity, picture shows, soft 

rinks, cigarettes, social card playing and dancing as well 
‘Ss Sabbath desecration in automobile pleasure-riding.

Report on Ministerial Relief. 


The subject of Ministerial Relief has special claims 
upon every one who feels any sort of charity toward those 
who have been faithful in the Master’s service during the 
days of their strong manhood, but who by reason of old 
age or physical infirmity, or both, have become disqualified 
for active service. It is more than a feeling of charity for 
such faithful servants, but should be a real conviction that 
we owe it to them that they do not want for the necessities 
of life, but that they be comfortabaly cared for by those 
who are strong and able to work and earn. 

It is gratifying to know that these faithful servants of 
God are getting in the hearts of our churches more and 
more, as well as on the heart of the denomination as a 
whole; that greater emphasis is being placed upon this phase 
of our denominational work more than ever before and that 
plans are being worked out for their more adequate sup- 
port. In the $75,000,000 Campaign, $2,500,000, is to be ap- 
propriated for this worthy cause in the bounds of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, Mississippi's part is $49,000, 
all of which is to be used for the old preachers and their 
widows in Mississippi. 

There is also an agreement by which all preachers, 
may, by paying a certain sum annually, guarantee for them- 
selves and their dependents after they reach 68 years of 
age, an annual, income according to amount paid for. 

By consulting the letters from the churches, we find 
that three churches have contributed the total amount of 
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$44.18, not counting what may have gone in through the 
budget. 

The Convention Board is now helping 12 preachers and 
12 widows to the amount of $8.00 per month each, which is 
altogether inadequate to their real needs.

In 1918 $275,000.00 more was raised 
in the three States composing the territory surrounding 
Memphis to add more room to the hospital. This doubled 
se capacity of the building, raising it to 200 rooms and 
300 beds. This addition was completed in March of that 
year and full as soon as completed. A third addition, as 
large as either of the others, is now being constructed. 
This will give the hospital seven operating rooms, three 
elévators, complete dining room and kitchen, laundry, 
laboratories, etc. The ground is now being cleaned off for 
new nurses’ home. Bro. Jennings who has done so much 
for our hospital proposes to stand good for a half million 
dollars for the hospital if Baptists, in connection with the
